The mists of the morning still hung heavily on the 
mountain top, above the village of Redcliif, but the roads 
which led towards it were crowded with the varied pop- 
ulation ofthe surrounding country, from far and near. 
At Alesbury the shops were closed, the hanftmer of the 
blacksmith laid upon his anvil; not a wagon of any de- 
scription was to be seen in the street, and even the bar 
of the tavern was locked, and the key gone with its pro- 
prietor towards the clifl, as a token of an important era 
which was without a parallel in theannals of the place.
